Nelson Warns More Drastic 
Slash Faced Next Year

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 — The 
war production board Monday an­ 
nounced a 5 percent cut in news­ 
papers’ consumption of*'newsprint 
on Get. I and told publishers that 
“a further, perhaps far deeper” cur­ 
tailment la inevitable next year. 
WPB Chairman Donald M. Nel­ 
son said that even with the new 
fourth quarter slash, consumption 
of newsprint in that period will ex­ 
ceed production by 94,000 tons, or 
about IO percent. 
Manpower Shortage Stressed 
In a report to Rep. Boren (D) of 
Oklahoma, chairman of the house 
sub-committee investigating news­ 
print, Nelson said WPB has de­ 
cided to hold the curtailment to 5 
percent in accordance with the 
newspaper industry wish. 
But he warned that by using up 
its reserve supplies now, the in­ 
dustry must run the risk of more 
drastic cuts next year. 
Nelson said a shortage of man­ 
power for cutting of pulp wood 
both in Canada and the United 
States underlies the newsprint sit­ 
uation. 
Benefits Would Take Time 
Even if several remedies now be­ 
ing applied or under study prove 
successful —- including the use of 
war prisoners and the furloughing 
of Canadian soldiers—no benefits 
can be expected for IO to 18 
months, Nelson said, because that 


much time la required to convert 
wood to paper. 
He Indicated disbelief that the 
remedies would bo successful un­ 
less efforts to increase the cutting 
of pulp wood bring "unanticipated 
favorable results.” 
The newspaper industry advisory 
committee recommended Sept 2 
that the curtailment bo limited to 
5 percent on a sliding scale basis, 
with larger papers suffering a pro­ 
portionately greater share of the 
curtailment. 
The newsprint report to Boren 
was the first disclosure that WPB 
has concurred.

The Russians, on the other hand, 
may ask us how we propose to end 
the military government we mean 
to set up and how we propose to 
find a German government which 
wa can rely upon when our troops 
are withdrawn. 
A THOROUGH search for an an­ 
swer to these two difficult 
questions must bring us to a com­ 
mon ground. 
The Russians are bound to seek 
military guaranties which make it 
certain that a democratic German 
government cannot be undermined 
by an underground militarist con­ 
spiracy and propaganda. 
We, on the other hand, are bound 
to seek the constituent elements 
of a free and reliable Germany 
within the framework of our mili­ 
tary guaranties. 
We do not wish to he bothered 
forever with the government of 
Germany and we could not be even 
lf we now thought so. 
The two formulae are, therefore 
complementary. 
The 
c o m m o n 
ground Is to promote a free Ger­ 
many within the framework of in­ 
disputably adequate military guar­ 
anties. 
What are adequate guaranties? 
In the last Analysis they are the 
firmly agreed conviction In Rus­ 
sia, Britain and America .that they 
will unite In enforcing a treaty of 
peace which forbids the reconstruc­ 
tion of German militarism. 
Upon that foundation we can 
erect a larger association for the 
eettlement of secondary disputes, 
for the development of internation­ 
al law and the promotion of com­ 
merce and welfare. 
If we do not unite with the Rus­ 
sians on the German question, then 
Germany Is bound to return to 
militarism. 
For our failure to agree will 
mean one terrible and momentous 
thing—that we shall bld against 
each other In the post-war era for 
the military support of Germany. 
That would be the absolutely 
certain prelude to a third world 
war, and the only possible gainers 
would he those German* who will 
dream of revenge.

Pass The Ammunition

REPORTS of sa acute ammunition shortage la 
the small game war that used to keep fu m ­ 
ers dodging stray missiles in open season are 
alarming. 
This part of the country ta getting so buttered 
up with wild life that a tame man lent eafe ca 
Main street any more/ He may be bowled over 
by a galloping deer, or trip over a possum. 
The rabbits almost won the battle of th* leafy 
green vegetables last spring and the ammunition 
shortage means they will be able to go right 
ahead with their strategy of outnumbering th* 
human beings. What they will he like next eprtng 
is something to think about with a shudder, unless 
the war production board has a change of heart. 
Quail and pheasants have been getting bolder, 
too, and moving inside corporation boundarlM to 
give their young a chance to resp the advantages 
of urban living. Not long ago a farmer found a 
buffalo grazing with his cattle in the northeast­ 
ern section of Ohio and any day now a merchant 
Is going to look up and see a black bear Inspect­ 
ing the merchandise. 
The varmints won’t stand on ceremony lf they 
learn about a letdown in the ancient and hon­ 
orable pastime of exterminating them. Bobcats 
will roost in apple trees and mountain Hons will 
nab off calves. Wolves and coyotes will howl 
in the suburbs on the winter nights and orgaalzs 
packs to pursue A-card holders up and down tbs 
snow-covered highways. 
Birds of prey will circle over school yard! 
and swoop down on the first grade pupils. Ona 
way and another it looks as if things might get 
pretty tough. Squirrels yrill hoard so much food 
there won’t be any left for the rapacious house­ 
wife with a family to take oars of. 
Even lf WPB loosened up and released a train­ 
load of ammunition for wild life exterminators, 
so many of them are In the armed forces hunt­ 
ing more Important game and co many more ars 
working swing shifts the battle might be lost any­ 
way. Washington may have to make special ar­ 
rangements to rush special shock troops Into 
threatened sectors. 
It’s just one more example of what happens 
when normal operations are interfered with—one 
of the unforeseen dislocations of wartime. Better 
start working on a slingshot, brother.

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Sardinia, Without Cost 
’THERE may bs differences of opinion about 
* 
how much eredit should bs given for rout­ 
ine th# Germans In Sardinia, hut Americans 
mrs In no mood to Quibble. Sardinia, like Kiska, 
Is a victory without cost in American lives. Thst 
is the main thing. Apparently, it cost no Italian 
Uvas, either; tbs Italian garrison seems to hav* 
frightened th* Gorman* north, into Corsica. 
Th* strategic importance of Sardinia is per­ 
haps the most obvious thing on a map of tbs 
Mediterranean war sone. It is halfway between 
the north coast of Tunisia and the southern coast 
of Franca where some day in the near future 
Fighting French troops surely expect to stage 
a homecoming celebration with tons of the high- 
Mt explosives ever manufactured. 
It also dominates the western coast of Italy 
on a line running from Rome. With Corsica, 
whloh will bs tbs scene of Germany’s next 
^planned withdrawal,” Sardinia furnishes 
the 
essential air bases for the forthcoming moves 
to draw th* noose tighter around Germany. 
There is particular satisfaction In the fact Ital­ 
ian troops ars given the credit for Sardinia, 
lh # scores in World war II will not ha even until 
somewhere, sometime, Italian soldiers show Ger­ 
man soldiers thst when they can fight for some­ 
thing more Inspiring than the schemes of Hitler 
and Mussolini there Is nothing wrong with their 
fighting ability. 
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BUT there Is good reason to think 
thst these are two partial. In­ 
complete views of the same prob­ 
lem, arising out of th* fact that 
Stalin, 
Churchill 
and Roosevelt 
have been until recently so pre­ 
occupied with the conduct of the 
war that none has been ahi* to ex­ 
plore thoroughly, much less all 
three of them together, the real 
problems of a settlement. 
So while they have organized 
the war with great professional 
thoroughnsM, they thus far have 
Improvised In their spare moments 
on the longer-ranged political is­ 
sues. 
It is, however, clear that with 
the military situation in hand, the 
time has oome for serious attention 
to the diplomatic. 
It can be shown, I think, that 
both the Free Germany proposal 
from Moscow and the Inconditional 
surrender formula from Casablanca 
beg the question. 
We may ask the Russians what 
guarantee they Intend to take that 
a "Free German” government will

By ROBERT M. FARRINGTON 
Associated Press Festers Writer 
virASHINGTON — Wa have won 
tv another grM t naval battle 
against the Jape—a piecemeal bat­ 
tle that still la being fought, but 
Just as real aa the smashing vic­ 
tories at Midway and In the Coral 
aes. 
It Is the battle of merchant ship­ 
ping. 
We are sinking about three Jap 
■hips for every one built and this 
crushing rate of destruction could 
force the Japs Into withdrawing 
from Wake Island, Rabaul and the 
Marshall islands, though not with­ 
out a fight. 
After a heavy raid such as at 
Marcus island, the Japs have to 
send fresh supplies and equipment 
to repair the damage. 
Knowing this, our submarines 
walt and sink the cargo ships 
which are now almost as precious 
as warships to the Japs. 
BECAUSE she badly need! ship­ 
ping to get ready for the allied 
drive on Burma and to bring home 
raw materials from Malaya and the 
Dutch East Indies, Japan may have 
to atop reinforcing her outermost 
bases and withdraw her foroM (as 


at Klska) or abandon them to futile 
death (ae at A tte). 
Japan started th* war with 6,- 
400,000 tone of chipping, the third 
largest merchant fleet In the world 
(Britain first; U. 8. second). 
By seizure of foreign ships and 
new construction, she is believed 
to have increased this to 7,600.000. 
In the 21 months sine* Pearl 
Harbor, and more particularly In 
the last six months, wa have sent 
a third of this fleet to the bottom 
—2,500,000 tons. 
No nation, and certainly not one 
with the material shortages of 
Japan, can stand body-blows such 
aa this for long. 
Elven by overloading ships and 
postponing drydocking and repairs 
indefinitely, aa aha has done since 
1940, It is doubtful whether Japan 
has enough shipping for the 2,000 
mile run to Rabaul, the 4,500 to 
Rangoon 
and 
to 
her 
thousand 
island strongholds, all at th* same 
time. 


but about 500,000 tons a year, 
which is more than her pre-war 
peak, appears to be a fair estimate. 
Because of a shortage of steel 
(they aren’t getting U. S. scrap 
any more), the Japs have been 
building wooden ships, but It is 
the essential shortage of shipbuild­ 
ing facllltlM and the hundreds of 
component parts such as valves, 
tubes, gauges, oil cups, which con­ 
stitute an unbreakable bottleneck.

Q.—Does tea contain caffeine? 
A.—Tea does contain caffeine—more than most 
people realise. In fact, tea contains about twice as 
much aa coffee does. 
The coffee bean contains from I to 2 perose.t 
of what is called “alkaloid caffeine” — this Is 
what cause* the stimulating effect of coffee. 
Tea leave* contain 8 to 5 percent, or about 
double the amount per pound as coffee does. 
But the caffeine content of the beverage is a 
different matter. A cup of coffee, as It is usually 
prepared, contains many times the caffeine coa- 
tent of a cup of tea. 


Q.—What is the cause of tarnish on silver? 
A.—The moat important cause of tarnishing Is 
the presence of minute amounts of sulphur com­ 
pounds In the air, aueh as hydrogen sulphide and 
sulphur dioxide. These cause a film which la 
called silver sulphide, lf silver is protected— 
that la, kept away from the atmosphere—the 
rate of tarnish will be reduced.

Of Bitter Fighting 


England after four years of war 
was pictured to members of Rotary 
club Tuesday at the luncheon In 
the Travelers hotel by A. M. Gall- 
braith, 
British consul at 
Pitts 
burgh. 
The question of military service 
and civilian war endeavor was an 
swered fully by Mr. Gailbraith, who 
said: “No Englishman has any pos­ 
sible hope of exemption from mill 
tary service because he is married. 
Furthermore, he pointed out, an 
Englishman cannot be deferred be­ 
cause of his occupation, essential 
or not. If he is employed in an 
essential industry, his trade is 
placed on the deferment list and 
as soon as a woman can be trained 
to take his place, he is eligible 
for military duty. 
Everybody between the ages of 
14 and 65 is expected to work at 
war activities. Older persons and 
the physically unfit are not exempt. 
There is a job for everyone, he 
said, and there are few acceptable 
excuses for not doing the assigned 
jobs. 
“England 
was 
at 
war 
six 
months,” he declared, “before the 
man on the street realized this was 
his war. He discovered it was not 
a conflict arranged to preserve the 
privileges of the aristocracy, but 
his battle to save his freedom and 
all the things he held dear.” 
The speaker said the “little man” 
of England realized he was the one 
who was being required to pay 
the tragic price for England’s ap­ 
peasement policy. It was not, he 
said, until after the fall of France 
in 1940, that England became fully 
aware that she had a battle for 
survival to fight, and she was fight­ 
ing it alone. 
“England,” he said significantly, 
“owes a vote of thanks to Japan 
for being instrumental in getting 
America into the war. It was in­ 
evitable that sooner or later Amer­ 
ica must line up beside England, 
but Japan’s actions relieved Eng­ 
land of the responsibility for the 
United States’ entry. My country 
was no longer alone. She had pow­ 
erful ally, helping to preserve the 
four freedoms.”

A new state law providing heavy 
penalties in bingo and numbers 
racket arrests beoame effective 
Tuesday but It created Ieee than 
a ripple here. 
Apparently, Ifs a matter of "keep­ 
ing the fines at home,” according 
to City building reaction, aa ar­ 
rests under the state code would 
benefit the oounty treasury. 
Police said gambling violators 
here are charged under city ordin­ 
ance under which the fines col­ 
lected are turned Into the city 
treasury.

Latest Tax Program 
Would Provide U.S. 
Dime Of Each Dollar 


Hr The A ffla ted Ptots. 
W ASHINGTON, 8ept. 22—A tax 
program that would take at 
least another dime out of every 
dollar of taxable individual income 
—but refund about IS cents after 
the war—has been presented by 
the treasury to President Roose­ 
velt for hie opinion. 
To keep lower bracket taxpayers 
on a pay-as-you-eam beala under 
such a program, the 20 percent 
withholding levy would have to 
ba boosted to a t least SO percent 
The treasury’s plan calls for in­ 
dividual income taxes to yield at 
least $2,000,000,000 of the $12,000,- 
000,000 In new 1944 revenue de­ 
manded by Mr. Roosevelt The re­ 
mainder would be accounted for 
from equal Increases In corpora­ 
tion and excise levies. 
The Income tax phase entails 
Increases In all brackets but most 
notably a IO percent Jump in the 
present 13 percent first bracket 
surtax. 
However, the present t percent 
(net) victory tax would be inte­ 
grated in that levy, together with 
provision for a 50 percent post-war 
refund. 
Thus the basic rate—now 6 per­ 
cent normal, plus 12 percent first 
bracket surtax, plus 8 percent net 
victory tax, a total of 22 percent— 
would be 6 percent phi* 26 percent.

And Removal Of Davis

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 — The 
office of war Information waa set 
up Tuesday as the target for the 
first economy drive of the fall ses­ 
sion of congress. 
“Their operations an* a continu­ 
ing menace,” said Rep. Taber of 
New York, ranking Republican on 
the bouse appropriations commit­ 
tee. He urged a reorganisation of 
OWI and removal of Its admin­ 
istrator, Elmer Davis. 
The New Yorker, who led last 
summer's fight which resulted in 
virtual extinction of OWI's domes­ 
tic service, told reporters he be­ 
lieves Davis should be replaced 
by "a trained executive”. 
Slaps Overseas Division 
“Mr. Davis has neither the ca­ 
pacity nor the desire to reorgan­ 
ise the agency,” he said. "We need 
to put some kind of a business 
specialist at work down there to 
get things in order.” 
Taber also cruised 
the 
OWI 
overseas 
activities, 
which 
he 
charged are "getting worse instead 
of better,” and emphasised that 
his views on Davis apply also to 
Robert Sherwood, playwright head 
of the oversea division. 
Given approximately 138,000,000 
out of a request for $48,000,000 
last summer, OWI is understood 
to have gone before the budget 
bureau already for approval of 
request to congress for additional 
funds. 
Legislation Pending 
Legislation to abolish the agency 
outright and transfer its functions 
to the state department is pend­ 
ing before a house committee, but 
no immediate action is expected. 
It was introduced by Rep. Barry 
(D) of New York. 
From Rep. Johnson (D) of Okla­ 
homa, a member of the appropria 
tions subcommittee on difflclen- 
cies, came a warning that not only 
OWI but all other agencies not dl 
redly tied in with the war effort 
face difficulty in obtaining more 
funds from congress. 
Johnson, whose committee start­ 
ed hearings Tuesday on supple­ 
mental funds for maternal and 
child care for dependents of ser 
vicemen, said he lavors "giving 
the army and navy every dollar 
they need but trimming to the 
bone and then some the agencies 
not engaged In handling war ac­ 
tivities.”
